mate domestic concern, suck as tm- 
migration. 

“Ae the genoral provisions of 
protocol, including the Japanese am- 
endment,” Sir \ Robert continued, 
“eould not come into force until after 
the proposed conference on disarma- 
motit had been held, nor until after a 
scheme of general disarmament had 
been established and carried into ef- 
fect,” this cry appears to have little 
relevance to the question of particl- 
pation in that gonference, but it seem- 
ed clear that the amendment propos- 
ed by Japan and adopted in a modified 
form preserved as fully as ever the 
control of each siate over matters of 
purely domestic concern.

Publie opinion has been developing in support of 
that policy for some years. At present when a 
man is ‘‘sent down’’ he is relieved of all respons 
bility for his dependents. These are left to shift 
‘or themseives. In many cases the man hails this 
as a relief and the real punishment in perhaps a 
majority of instances falls upon the wife and 
children. If these were parties to his crime 
they too should -be locked up. If innocent there 
is no justification for imposing hardship upon 
them and placing them in a position which tempts 
them to also become law-breakers 
If prisoners were paid for their work the ob 
etion to marketing prison products in the usual! 
way would be abolished. Law-abiding wage- 
earners have protested that they should not have 
to produce goods to be soid in competition ¥ 
the products of prison labor—that is free labor. 
If prison labor were paid for at the same ra 
other labor less cost of board and lodging, 
products could be sold without giving cause 
legitimate complaint. If necessary the Govern- 
nent could take to itself a monopoly right to 
manufacture certain lines of goods, thus minimiz 
ing the competition of the prison factories with 
others. Not least among the edvantage: the 
scheme is that the convicts would fee! 
were earning their way and supporting their de 
pendents. For many of them that would be a new 
and wholesome experience.

Without question we live ‘‘higher’’ than is abso 
utely necessary, and higher than was possible in 
yygone times And, of course, it takes more 
money to do the paying, not only more in amount, 
nut often more in proportion to income 

But whence the idea that it is the business or 
the right of governing bodies to take his mone} 
away from the individual lest he should waste it 
or part of it on unnecessary things A govern 
ment is not a god, with providentia! claim upon 
the substance of its creatures; nor a custodian 
respousible for the way its wards use inher 
Itance. The money of the taxpayer is his money. 
He earned it by the use of head or hand, by the 
exercise of industry or foresight. So long as he 
keeps within the bounds of honorable citizenship 
it is his business what he does with If he 
chooses to spend it that he may live more comfort 
bly or enjoyably than his parents that his 
privilege. If he squanders it the government does 
not have to replace it or answer for the conse 
quences. Government is merely an agency that 
the individual has brought into existence in order

that restrictive laws may be enforced against 
those who abuse their personal freedom to th: 
disadvantage of others and that roads may be 


maintained and other services carried on which 
sre to the general advantage. His taxes are merely 
the money which he placed at the disposal of this 
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agency that it may fulfil its purposes. That he 
does this does not invest the agent with any right 
to say what the amount shall be. The rate of taxa 
tion is set by public o= nion not by will of govern 


ments. That fact needs to be reaffirmed and en 
phasized once in a while for the temptation 1 
ever for authority to try to extend itself 
Another point be kept in mind that taxa- 
tion is not imposed only upon spendtlirifts. It is 
not from those who indulge heavily in luxurice 
that the municipality, the province and the Do- 
minion draw revenue exclusively, or even in the 
bulk, The thrifty citizen is also penalized in on 
or another when taxation is boosied. If only 
wasters were ed no great harm might be 
done by increasing the levies; though it is doubt 
ful if governmental spending goes farther | 
keep the wheels of business turning than the fre:

The tax- 
collectors are not merely trying to beat the spend- 
thrift In a competition to see which can get rid 
of most of his earnings. They are also taking mil 
lions every year out of the pockets of people who 
live moderately, though better than their ances.
